cilf. He told him no because he did 
not consider this a stray calf. He 
told detendant that there should be 
acalt there somewhere belonging 


to the heifer, Defendent said he 
did not know of it and soon after 
went away. Leonard asked if he

COST OF LIVING 
AND THE TARIFF 


Democrats Not Sure Lower Prices 
Will Follow Tariff Reduction— 
A dispatch from Washington, which 

appeared in the Montreal “Gazette” 

of recent date, states that neither 

President Wilson nor any of the 

Democratic leaeders {u Congress are 

willng to say that the free trade 

tariff bill, which has beoome law will 
reduce the cost of living. There is no 
longer the slightest pretence that the 
campaign pledge for a reduction fn 
food prices will materialize. Presi- 

Gent Wilson bimself has admitted that 

the only possible reduction will be in 

the case of free sugar, which does 


Bot become operative until three 
years have elapred. 
There is not a member of the 


Mouse and Senate who now contends 
that the cost of Mving will be reduced. 
They all admit frankly that the cost 
of living is not attributable to the 
tariff, but to natural conditfons which 
exist in every country in the world. 
Some of Preskient Wilson's visitors 
have been pointing out to him that 
the Democratic party will soon be 
called to account Yor the continued 
high prices, but the President replicd 
that the Democratic party had done 
all it could towards bringing about a 
reduction, and that if the medicine 
did not work no blame could be at 
taohed to the party. 

Apparently the only thing that has 
been achieved by the new tariff ts 
the transfer of profits from the 
pockets of the Amerloan manufac 
turers to those of the foreign manu 
facturers, On the eve of the 
ment of the new law 
administration reluctantly admits 
the Republican polley of pro 
tection wages ip the cotton, woolles 
and silk manufacturing industries ta 
the United State: during the past 23 
years have been increased to @ con- 
siderable extent, while the nominal 
full-time hours per week for the prin- 
cipal occupations combined have de- 
creased. This statement, applying 
particularly to the textile industries 
of Philadelphia, has just been issued 
by the bureau of labor statistics of 
the Department of Commerce. The 
industries involved employ approxt- 
mately 333,000 persons.

Present high 
prices are world-wide and the action 
of any one country in the matter of 
tariffs cannot materially affect the 
price paid by the ultimate consumer. 
This thought should be given due con- 
sideration by those who would knock 
down the Canadian tariff wall with 
one blow, on the supposition that it 
would immediately save every Can- 
adian many dollars. Under the pre- 
sent trade policy every Canadian has 
dollars to spend, even under high 
cost of living conditions, Alter the 
policy and he is more likely to have 
no work, and therefore no money to 
purchase what he needs, which would 
De little if any cheaper.

Sir Edmund Walker's Commente— 
$1,800,000 Sent Out of Canada For 
Iron and Steel Products Alone 
One of the most widely noted fea- 
tures of the address of Sir Edmund 
Walker, resident of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, at the recent an- 
nual meeting of that institution, was 
hie staiement with regard to the large 
proportion of Canada’s imports which 
gonsists of lron and steel in various 
forms, not only at raw materials but 

as manufactured goods. 

“The total value {s about $140,000,- 
000. He pointed out that in the main 
these are articles used In building, or 
in equipping the country from the im- 
port of foodstuffs and other rapidly 
perishing objects. At the same time, 
he regretted that the greater part of 
these fron and stee! goods is not made 
in Canada now, as certainly will be 
the case in time. “To the extent to 
which, by making these goods in Can- 
ada, we could have lessened the debt) 
represented by the securities we have) 
sold to pay for the difference between | 
imports aud exports, we have burden-| 
ed ourselves for a long time to come,” | 
he added, continuing: “While work- 
men are busily engaged in other | 
things, as they have been in Camada, 
& may be said that they are not avell- 
able for more work in fron and steel, 
but as soon as railroad and other 
building lessens in volume, not in the 
aggregate but in proportion to other 
industries, we may hope that we shall 
be able to make in Canada the larger 
part of the iron and steel goods now 
imported. The increased output of our 
eoal and iron mines, of our blast fur- 
naces and of our manufactories, which | 
would result, would be of inestimable 
value to the country as a whole,”

When we come to consider milling 
of wheat in bond, we run up against 
something that the “free wheaters” 
seem completely to have overlooked 
The Wilson tariff imposes on 
imported from Canada a tax of ten 
cents a bushel when it is imported 
for domestic consumption, 
the wheat {is milled in bond and the 
product exported, the miller receives 
a rebate of 99 per cent, of the duty 


paid. In other words, on wheat im- 
ported for export milling or manu- 
facturing purposes the net duty 


amounts to but one one-hundredth of 
the regular impost, or ONE-TENTH 
OF A CENT PER BUSHEL. 

The Canadian grain grower who 
sells in the United States is, as we 
have shown above, selling for manu- 
facturing purposes. Under present 
circumstances he encounters a tariff 
barrier of only one-tenth of a cent 


per bushel, On a shipment of a thou- | 
sand bushels, one carload, therefore, | 


the tax he has to bear is exactly one 
dollar. If the United States 
were taken off to-morrow, he would 
thus save one dollar on every thou- 
sand busbels of wheat he shipped into 
the United States. It can thus be 
seen that we would have to send pretty 
big shipments into Uncle Bam's do 
main before the difference between 
tariff and no-tariff would mean anye 
hing to the individual farmer,

Duties Six months residence in each of six years 
from date of homestead entry, including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent, and 50 acres ext 
culbvation 

A homesteader who has exhausted his homestead 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may take 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside six months in 
each of three years cult'vate fifty acres and erecta 
house worth $300
